World’s Super Timepiece 


Impossible For This Clock To Lose 
Or Gain 

A clock that will not lase or gain 
more than a fraction of a second in 
a year is to be installed at the Royal 
Observatory, London, Eng. It will 
be recognized as the world’s super 
timepiece. 

Controlled by electricity, its pen- 
dulum will swing in a partial vaccum 
at a constant temperature, and a 
series of electric impulses will be 
given out each time the pendulum 
swings. 

The electric impulses will control 
the dials and mechanism.

Formal opening by Right Hon.

the consumer it is not an economical 
| undertaking. The cost of imported 
gasoline, laid down, is said to vary

Moss Protects Settlement Covering 
Ove Acre For 2,500 Years 
A moorland settlement of the Sla- 


vonic tribe of Old) Prussians, dating 


back at least 2,500 years, has been 


discovered by an archaelogical ex- 
pedition from the University of 
Posen. 


The discovery was made on a pen- 
insula on Lake Biskupinske, near the 
small town of Znin. The entire set- 
tlement covered an area of about one 
acre.

Owing to the settlement being 
buried in peat moss, everything was 
in an excellent state of preservation.

Italy conceives Great Britain as  deca- 
dent nation and the empire ready to fall 
apart. Having reached that conclusion, 


Mussolini is eager to be first in the field to 
seize from the wreckage the choice portions 
of Britain’s African possessions for Italy. 

Ultimately all great nations decline in 
power and _ influence history illustrates.

ABNOXIOUS RESTRICTIONS 

One of the most abnoxious restrictions im- 
posed in Canada was the duty on foreign 
publications, which has been removed by the 
trade treaty with the United States. This 
enactment made more costly the purchase of 
foreign magazines, newspapers, etc., to Ca- 
nadian people. It achieved no other purpose 
than the employment of a handful of people 
by a féw big Canadian publishing houses 
and, of course, a little extra profit for the 
firms engaged in that business.

Such restrictions were irritating and the 
slight advantage obtained’. was not at all 
commensurate with the extra expense in- 
curred by Canadians. 

It is desirable, of course, to propagate a 
feeling of loyalty to Canada by Canadians, 
This country has a high destiny which can 
be reached only through the development of 
a peculiarly Canadian citizenship. But such 
should not be a forced growth nor an artifi- 
cial one.

from other countries. 

It may be difficult for Canadian enterprise 
and genius to compete with that of the great 
wealthy nation adjoining our dominion. But 
the sturdiness and pluck which has brought 
Canada along so far will prevail in the end. 
These qualities must prevail because of their 
own virtues and not through paternalism on 
the part of governments. 


ALONG THE PATH OF COMMONSENSE 


One of the craziest notions that ever beset 
a world was the idea that a country could 
become wealthy by restricting its trade with 
other countries. Yet that obsession perme- 
ated the world to such an extent during the 
past five years that two-thirds of world trade 
was done away with. The consequence was 
that each country and the entire world be- 
came immeasurably poorer. 

The United States 
tained nation on earth. 
its total trade is with other countries, the 
balance being inter-state. Yet the internal 
disturbance caused by reductions in that ten 
per cent reacted throughout the entire re- 
public and resulted in falling values, unem- 
poyment, financial losses and confusion of 
all kinds. 

The world is changing its mind about the 
value of foreign trade and the trend is away 
from high tariffs. But any such movement 
must necessarily slow in developing. 
Every move must be carefully thought out to 
prevent unexpected repercussions.

The trade agreement between Canada and 
the United States was the direct result of 
this new trend. The Hawley-Smoot tariff 
act represented the epitome of the national- 
istic, high-tariff sentiment in the United 
States.

This new trade treaty seems a fair one to 
both parties. A trade treaty must be advan- 
tageous to all concerned or it will not last. 
The United States gets wider outlets in Can- 
ada for its cotton, manufactured goods, cit- 
rus and other semi-tropical fruits, and a 
whole host of other articles. Canada obtains 
a substantial reduction in tariff on cattle ex- 
ports to the U.S.A., as well as in various 
other farm products. The west should be 
helped by the agreement as its people will 
obtain various goods at cheaper prices and 
will have an outlet for cattle and other farm 
products.

Can Show Pictures On Screen Ten 
Minutes After Race 

A motion picture film which can 
be shown on the screen ten minutes 
after taking the picture has recently 
been perfected especially for the Ber- 
lin Olympic games in 1936. 

This film is used in a camera which 
makes 100 exposures per second. 
While the race is being filmed, a 
clock mechanism, released the mos 
ment of its start, records the time on 
the film every one-hundredth of a 
second, so that the runner's time as 
he crosses the finish line is clearly 
registered on the film. 

The officials at the Olympic games 
at Los Angeles used a similar device, 
but it took quite some time after the 
finish of a race before the film was 
ready for examination of the judges. 
Another advantage of this new Ger- 
man camera is that the pictures are 
taken by two stereoscopically ar- 
ranged lenses of red and green glass 
respectively, which results in a more 
vivid and lifelike image than it has 
heretofore been possible to obtain. 

By using this new device the 
judges will be able to decide the out- 
come of a contest with greater ac- 
curacy and with more justice to the 
competitors than the human eye is 
capable of. 


Terrifying Air Death Ray 


Can Explode A Plane At Sixty Miles 
Distance 


That he had received a private in- 
vitation to carry out tests of his 
“electric death ray’ in England, has 
been disclosed in Copenhagen by M. 
Ravn, the Danish engineer. He de- 
clares that the ray will cause air- 
craft to explode in the air at a dis- 
tance of 60 miles. M. Ravn will 
accept the invitation on certain con- 
ditions, chiefly concerning the electric 
potential with which he works.

New. Treatment Claims To Hive 

Benefited A Number Of Cases 

Authors of the Coffey-Humber can- 
cer treatment, which six years ago 
caused one of the greatest contro- 
versies in American: medical history, 
told the American College of Sur- 
geons they believed the!r system had 
“benefited a Inrger number of pa- 
tients than any other method.” , 

The report gave for the first time 
the results of the first five years of 
this treatment, which they called a 
“research.” 

The authors, W. B. Coffey, M.D., 
and Dr. John D. Humber, of San 
Francisco, said they had treated only 
hopeless, inoperable cases, totalling 
7,513. Of these they said 8,872 died 
before they could be given the mini- 
mum amount of treatment needed for 
more than relief from pain, 

Of the others they said that a 
selected list of 1,040, chosen because 
there was no doubt thesé persons had 
hopeless, inoperable cancer and no 
known chance to live, showed to-day 
108 known survivors and 50 believed 
to be alive but not counted because 
of incomplete records.

eSNAPSHOT CUILDy 


CLOUDS AND FILTERS 


If it’s clouds you want In your next picture a filter will capture them. 


Last week the Snapshot Guild re- 
ceived a letter from a reader who 
lives in the country. She wrote in 
part—‘“‘At this time of year the 


clouds are simply beautiful and often, 


unusually

scene. I have 
pointed in the results, however, for 
these beautiful, soft, white clouds 
have not appeared in the picture as 
true to nature as I had hoped for.” 

Clouds do add to the beauty of 
any outdoor picture but it is true 
that they do not always register 
through the lens of the camera as 
they appear to the eye. 

Suppose we are taking a picture 
such as the one above and use a film 
which is sensitive only to ultra-vio- 
let, violet and blue light. We should 
not be able to distinguish between 
the clouds and sky if we give enough 
exposure to show detail in the land- 
scape. This is because the light from 
the blue sky and the white clouds is 
very rich in light rays to which the 
film responds. 

Although clouds and blue sky are 
both rich in ultra-violet, violet and 
blue, there is a marked difference be- 
tween the two: The light from the 
clouds, being white, actually con- 
tains a certain amount of green and 
red light, while that from the blue 
sky does not. 


This, then makes it necessary to) 


distinguish between clouds and sky 


in order to record both in a snap-)} 


shot. We must, therefore, use a film: 


witey wll second to cvs Ec, or to 


green and red light, and also put 
over the lens a filter which holds 
back the ultra-violet and blue. The 


green or green and red light from 
the clouds will thus effect the film, 
while practically no light) from the 
sky will get through to it, 
finished print, the clouds will appear 
than the sky. 

Some film is slightly sensitive to 
green light but supersensitive pan- 
chromatic films will respond to both 
green and red light. Such films will, 


| therefore, show up the clouds against 


the sky if used with a yellow filter. 
The deeper the yellow color in

As you will no doubt surmise, 
there are various types of filters and 


each type has its limitations so in 
choosing a filter you myst make 
your own decis‘on, based on your 


general requirements. 
eral all-round filter is the K-2 which 
requires lengthening the exposure 
two to four times, depending on the 
film employed. 

There is also a filter known as a 
Sky Filter used extensively by the 
amateur to photograph clouds in a 
landscape with no increase in ex- 
posure time. Half of this filter is yel- 
low and the other half clear. This 
filter can be used without increasing 
the exposure because the sky is pho- 
tographed through the yellow part 
while the landscape, or general sub- 
ject is photographed through the 
lower half, which is not colored.
